12 ANNUAL REPORT 


Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Benton — It is with pleasure that we 
submit to you our annual report for the year ending Febru- 
ary 10, 1962: 


Taxes — 


You will note on the summary sheet found elsewhere in 
this report that we have a Net Gain for this year of 
$9,483.88, which, added to the unexpended surplus from last 
year of $2,984.84, now gives us a surplus of $12,468.72. If 
we had not taken money from this account last year our tax 
rate would have been around 117 mills instead of the 102 
mills, thus this surplus account which we have been able to 
build up each year has played an important part in the tax 
rate. 


This year we are facing a tremendous rise in school costs. 
We have been informed by our Superintendent of Schools 
that Fairfield is going up to $400.00 per student for tuition, 
making it necessary to ask for an appropriation of $61,312; 
an increase of $14,155.00 over last year. We raised $40, 
157.00 last year, with an additional $7,000.00 being taken 
from surplus, making a total of $47,157.00. If we take 
$7,000.00 from surplus again this year, for this account, we 
will still have an increase of about 20 mills. 
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Fire Ramp — Benton Proper — 


The Fire Ramp at Benton Proper has been put back into 
usable condition. When the State Aid road was built they 
had to remove a stone wall. We made arrangements with 
the Highway Commission to have about 1,200 yards of the 
stone hauled to this location, at a cost of $406.07, and we 
then covered this with gravel. This area is now large 
enough for two fire trucks to pump at the same time. 


Poor Account — 


Again this year we have been able to hold this account 
very small compared to some of the previous years. We 
showed a balance of $750.60 this past year and so are asking 
$500.00 less to maintain this account this next year. Using 
figures from the town records for a 6 year comparison, the 
amount spent for poor from Feb. 20, 1949 to Feb. 20, 1955 
was $31,018.83; the amount spent from Feb. 20, 1956 to 
Feb. 10th, 1962 was $12,475.20. This has been a saving to 
the tax payers of $18,548.68. 


Sewerage — 


We would like to call your attention to the sewerage prob- 
lem that exists in the Benton Station area. Most everyone 
who is acquainted with this part of town knows that some 
very unhealthy conditions exist. The last Legislature passed 
laws which will make it mandatory for these conditions to 
be corrected, and made funds available to the town for such 
a purpose. 


The following is a list of rules that will affect this area. 
These are taken from the Revised Statutes of 1954, Chapter 
79, as amended, effective September 16, 1961: 


a. Preliminary plans and engineer’s estimates shall be 
completed and submitted to the Water Improvement 
Commission on or before Oct. 1, 1964. 


b. Arrangements for administration and financing shall 
be completed on or before October 1, 1968. This period, 
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in the case of Municipalities, shall encompass all financ- 
ing including obtaining of State and Federal grants. 


ce. Detailed engineering and final plan formulation shall 
be completed on or before October 1, 1969. 


d. Review of final plans with the Water Improvement 
Commission shall be completed, and construction com- 
menced on or before October 1, 1970. 


e. Construction shall be completed on or before October 
Wo1Lg hh, 


We believe that as soon after town meeting as possible, 
the town should apply for these funds and make arrange- 
ments for a survey, while this State and Federal money is 
available. 


Government Surplus Foods — 


You will note under the surplus food account that we 
had an overdraft of $147.34. When we set this account up 
last year we did not realize that the number of commodities 
we would receive would be doubled from 6 to 12. The freight 
bill last year was $276.93 compared to $447.34 this year. 
It will be necessary to buy some kind of refrigeration to 
keep butter, cheese and lard this coming year; therefore we 
are asking for extra money to handle the cost of this pro- 
gram.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Benton and the Superintending School 
Committee: 


I submit my ehenem statement and the report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 
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All members of the faculty returned this fall with the 
result that there have been no changes in the staff of the 
Benton Elementary School for a period of two years. It is 
only through the efforts of good teachers returning to a 
school system for several years, that the foundation of a 
good educational program can be laid. 


Through the efforts of Mr. Basford, and a gift from Mr. 
Gerald Spencer, a slide and two teeter boards were added 
to the playground equipment in the school yard. If some- 
thing new can be added each year, we will soon have many 
fine units available to the children of all ages during school 
hours as well as at times when school is not in session. 


The newly organized Benton V.F.W. post has installed a 
flood light from a pole near the school building which makes 
possible night skating on Mr. Hunter’s pond. 


At the present time, there are thirty-nine pupils enrolled 
in grade 4. This class is too large to be handled by one 
teacher. Some consideration should be given toward finding 
assistance, not only for the sake of the teacher, but for the 
good of the boys and girls. With a building filled to capa- 
city, this becomes a very difficult thing to do. Some thought 
could be given to the work of a “‘teaching aide” or, a teach- 
er employed to do remedial work with the boys and girls in 
all the grades. 


I wish to call your attention to the lack of supplementary 
books to be used with the basal texts for children who re- 
quire more than the average amount of practice. More ref- 
erence books are needed every year if the better pupils are 
to be adequately supplied. If we were to approach the ave- 
rage amount spent for these purposes, our expenditures 
would be doubled. 7 


Carl O. Beck and Sons was secured to install the new roof 
at the school. A four ply fibre glass roof with a fourteen 
pound top coating was used. All of the flashing around the 
building was replaced with aluminum. 
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It was discovered that there were only two drains on the 
western end of the building, when the snow melted. Ad- 
ditional spouts have been installed. These empty on the 
pavement around the building, since no sewerage was avail- 
able. So far they have done the job rather well, although 
there are times when the wind blows some water back a- 
gainst the building. 


Plans should be made to plant some shrubs near the front 
of the building, and to take steps to prevent cars from park- 
ing on the grass strip left for decoration. Such improvement 
would do much to give an attractive appearance to the 
school. 


Tuition charges continue to increase. Approximately 
twelve students will graduate from high school in June and 
there will be more than thirty eligible to enter high school 
in September. 


In past years tuition charges have been figured on the 
previous year’s expense giving the town paying tuition a 
lag of one year on the cost experienced by the town accept- 
ing tuition pupils. The last session of the legislature made 
the expenditures of the current year of operation the basis 
of tuition charges. It is estimated that the state average 
cost of tuition will be in excess of $425 for the present school 
year, and will increase at a normal rate for the fall semester. 


The salary increase given our teachers for 1961-1962 was 
about average for the state. This should be continued if we 
are to be in a competitive position for 1962-1963. It is im- 
portant that good teachers be hired and that they be retain- 
ed. While salary is one important factor in retaining good 
teachers, secondly and equally important is the matter of 
appreciation on the part of the community. Teachers need 
encouragement for the things which they do well, under- 
standing when they make mistakes and freedom from criti- 
cism for things of little consequence. 


Your teachers serve you faithfully, conscientiously and 
well. I wish to extend to them, and the Superintending 
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School Committee, my thanks for their assistance during 
the past year.

IN THE TOWN OF BENTON 
FOR THE YEAR 1961 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and main- 
tain optimal health. Your public health nurse carries out 
this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and rehabili- 
tative services to individuals and families in their homes; 
through health services in schools; and through organized 
community programs for prevention of illness and promo- 
tion of health. 


Following is a brief summary of public health nursing 
services in your community during 1961. 


Home visits have been made to all age groups on a health * 
supervision and demonstrative basis. 


A total of 8 Child Health Conferences have been held in 
the Clinic room of the local elementary school. Physical 
examinations and immunizations against diptheria, whoop- 
ing cough, tetanus, polio, and smallpox, were given to in- 
fants and pre-school children. 


During January a polio clinic was held at the school with 
good participation. 


Individual hearing tests were done in the school with the 
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Bel-Tone audiometer. This audiometer was donated by the 
Fairfield Kiwanis Club to be used in Fairfield and Benton. 
This is a most worthwhile contribution and very much ap- 
preciated. 


The program of school physical examinations in selected 
grades was repeated again this year. An active school health 
record is kept on each student. 


Plans for your town in 1962 will include continuing Child 
Health Conferences, audiometer testing, school physicals, 
and a school immunization clinic. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to express her sincere 
thanks to local volunteers who give so generously of their 
time and services in helping with the programs.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF BENTON 
FEBRUARY 11, 1960 TO FEBRUARY 10, 1961 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Benton thas been completed 
for the fiscal year ended February 10, 1961. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed amounted to $8,759.65, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $8,984.39 
Overdrafits 224.74 
Net Unexpended Balance $8,759.65 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax, the overlay and balances in the 
charity accounts were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to 
surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements 
and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . .. . The general fund cash balance of $12,070.72 was on 
deposit in the Federal Trust Company, Waterville, Maine at February 10, 1961. 


Accounts receivable of $56.65 represented reimburseable expenditures made 
for state and other municipality welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable totaling $3,094.99 consisted principally of unpaid current 
year accounts of $3,089.74. The remaining balance of $5.25 contained uncol- 
lected taxes on the 1957 and 1959 assessments. 


Tax liens amounted to $167.08 at the close of the year. 


LIABILITIES . . . . Withholding tax deductions of $464.56 were due 
the Internal Revenue Service at February 10, 1961. 


RESERVES ... . The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended 
balance of $1,235.85, representing the educational account carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with iegal requirements and/or customary 
practice. 


SURPLUS .. . . The unappropriated surplus amounted to $13,689.03, 
an increase of $4,024.38 for the year. The change was occasioned principally 
by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed, less authorized appropria- 
tions for various activities. 


DEBT FUND... . The debt fund, incorporated in ithe balance sheet 
as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding school construction bonds of 
$35,000.00, which are to be retired in the ensuing seven years with interest at 


334%. 


TRUST FUNDS... .. The total amount of trust fund principals was 
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$7,950.00 and unexpended income amounted to $434.20. Tihese funds were 
on deposit in the Federal Trust Company and Waterville Savings Bank, Water- 
ville, Maine. 


DEPARTMENTAL AQCOUNTS .. .. . The departmental operating 
accounts showed an increase of $999.40 in funds raised by taxation. A larger 
appropriation for education accounts and a smaller highway appropriation were 
the major factors responsible for the increase. 


The departmental balance carried forward to the ensuing year decreased 
$846.63, as compared with the balance at the start of the year. The decrease 
occurred in the educational account. 


GENERAL . . . . The ittownspeople authorized appropriations from 
surplus and the use of excise tax revenue for various operating purposes. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the thandling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 


The cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished 
by the depository or by direct confirmation. Verifications were utilized, on .a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures and 
negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined for 
a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of receipts retained by 
the collector. Education account balances were checked with a report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accompanying state- 
ments and supporting information present fairly the financial position of the 
town at February 10, 1961, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended.
